Freeport and other Long Island 
angler's are eligible to compete In 
the New York State fishing* contests 
for 1950 Announced today by Louis 
A. . Wehle, Rochester spoilsman. 
Run originally in 1946, this year’s 
- co'ntest will be the fifth in as many 
years. / . , 

The 1950 Contest will follow the^ 
same pattern as in previous ye^rs. 
New York State anglers will com¬ 
pete for a grand total qf $5,135 in 
cash prizes. For the three largest 
fish of twelve different species,, 
monthly awards of $20, $15 and $10 
will be made. There will be prizes 
for the three largest' fish of each 
species caught during the entire 
contest In the amounts of $60, $35 
and $25. 

One unique feature, of this con¬ 
test is 12 varieties of fish are eligl-, 
ble, including Rock Bass and Perch 
so that practically everyone who 
fishes has an opportunity to win. 
Other species eligible are Lake, 
Brown, Brook and Rainbow Trout; 
Large and Small Mouth Bass, Nor¬ 
thern, and Walleye Pike, Pickerel 
and Mu skalunge. 

Any angler who Is a -.resident of 
New York State may~enter any fish, 
he catches in the state on rod and 
reel during the legal season between 
April 1 and October 21. 

A brand new 1950 Louis A. Wehle 
New York State Fishing Guide is 
now being printed and will be avail¬ 
able by the time trout season opens 
this month. Complete tabulated 
reports of the 1949 contest winners' 
will be Included in the Guide. This 
data will furnish a gold mine of 
information to anglers in planning 
• their 1950 fishing trips. Contest 
entry blanks for the 1950 contest 
alsd- are contained In the Guide 
which may be obtained without 
cost at sporting goods stores, boat 
liveries and other places where 
fishermen congregate. .
